It 
was not until February of 1938 that the program was transcribed. In 
1939 the program was half live and half transcribed, depending on loca- 
tion, for the program was aired in Cntario, Hawaii, and New Zealand. The 
program heard each Monday, Wed, and Friday was done live 3 times each 
night. The reason was the change in time. It was heard each night at 
7:30 in all time zones...Trendle wanted everything to be as real as pos- 
sible so he would have the actors jog to give the proper cadence. when 
dismounting the actors actually swung their legs and grunted as trey 
landed. When one wae knocked out an actor would literally fall on the 
floor...One of the best aspects of the program were its gound effects, 
particularly that of a_gun shot which many stations had great dif- 
fivulty in imitating. The mikes simply could not even handle a cap 
pistol. The sound men on the Lone Ranger used a cane hit against a 
Teather cushion. The men were known for their diligence in perfecting. 
sound. In- one instance they spent an hour trying to discover the pro- 
per sound for horses falling from a cliff into a river. The problem 
was solved by crumpling a newspaper... Tne program was sponsored mainly 
by bankers. Trendle would not acceot a liquor distiller of a cigarette 
manufacturer as a sponsor, nor would he license the sale of Lone Ranger 
matches, knives, bows. and arrows, or anything else with which 4 chila 
might hurt himself...In October, 1938, the Lone hanger offered menber= 
ship in his safety club. Each child had to have the signature of one 
-of his parents and agree to do ten items. Ihree of these were: not to 
cross any street except at regular crossings and to first look both 
ways; not to play in the streets; to always tell the truth. the young- 
ster was also urged to obtain a badge. For this he had to sell the spon- 
sors product to three unknown paiple...By December 7th, 6 weeks after 
the compaign began 475,574 badges had been distributed; by early Jan. 
535,495. the total by late 1939 was 2 million...Trendile then incorpor- 
ated the program to protest against infringment suits. The income from 
the program rose when he signed. with Republic Pictures for 2 serials, 

, $60,000; Agreed to allow publication of a comic strip, $100,000; 
allowing of novelties to be sold bringing another $100,000. (ta be 
concluded next month)
